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‘NO ’44 PRODUCTION’ WPB 
SAID TO TELL WASHER MEN 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—It was reported 
here last week that manufacturers of wash- 
ing machines have been told by WPB officials 
that it will not be possible for them to make 
products for the civilian market in 1944. 
However, the manufacturers were encouraged 
to continue work on reconversion plans so 
that they will be ready when the “go-ahead” 
signal is given. 


One question that is said to have come up 
at the meeting was that of the matter of 
resuming peacetime production in such a way 
as to be fair to firms whose continued war 
contracts prevent an immediate return to 
civilian manufacture. 


It was also reported that the.washer manu- 
facturers told Donald M. Nelson that it would 
be unfair to permit new companies to get 
into washer production while many of those 
who had made such equipment in pre-war 
days were still engaged in war work. 


LOCKER PLANT APPLICATIONS 
SHOULD INCLUDE ‘LOCKERS’ 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Applications for 
new or expanded refrigerated locker plant 
facilities should list the metal lockers as well 
as the refrigeration and processing equipment, 
according to statements made by officials who 
process the applications. 


The value of the lockers should be listed 
separately. By such a listing on the applica- 
tion manufacturers of lockers will get rated 
orders which will enable them to get mate- 
rials under the CMP program. 


WPB SQUELCHES TALK OF, 
RETURN TO STANDARD RANGES 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Simplified models 
of gas ranges now on the market will be 
the only ones available for some time, accord- 
ing to word issued by the Durable Goods 
Branch of the Office of Civilian Requirements. 


The announcement was issued, it was indi- 
cated, to end any misunderstanding of the 
recent announcement that consideration is 
being given to the removal of restrictions on 
production of regular models. No immediate 
action on such a proposal is likely, it was 
made clear. 


WPB further said that when restrictions 
on standard models are removed there may 
be a time lag of six months before such 
models would reach consumers, because of 
problems in getting and fabricating raw 
materials, and in getting component parts. 


New ‘Freon’ Plants 
To Be Ready on 
Time, Says WPB 


NEW YORK CITY — “Definite 
assurance that construction of new 
Freon-producing facilities would be 
completed on time has been given 
the General Refrigeration and Air 
Conditioning Industry Advisory 
Committee of WPB” the “New 
York Times” reports in a special 
dispatch from its Washington 
bureau. 

It was further reported by the 
“Wall Street Journal’ that the 
“WPB revealed that new Freon- 
producing facilities for refrigera- 
tion purposes, now under con- 
struction at Deepwater, N. J. and 
East Chicago, Ind., will be com- 
pleted on schedule” and “will bring 
monthly production to 4.8 million 
pounds, four times pre-war ca- 
pacity.” 


‘Task Forces’ of 


Jobbers Will Study 
Industry Relations 


CHICAGO — The Manufacturers 
Relations Committee of the National 
Refrigeration Supply Jobbers Assn. 
has been reorganized into 11 district 
groups which will tackle special tasks 
in a new program outlined by H. W. 
Small, the Thermal Co., St. Paul, 
chairman of the committee. 

A series of meetings has been 
scheduled in some of the districts, 
starting the end of this month, at 
which the district chairman will 
tackle the special “tasks” set up by 
the national committee. 

First meeting will be held Feb. 28 
at the Ft. Shelby hotel in Detroit 
with J. M. Oberc in charge. A meet- 
ing March 1 in Boston will be under 
the direction of Joseph Simons. The 
New York City meeting will be held 
March 2 with Irving J. Fajans in 
charge.

Deferment of 
Repair Workers 
18-21 Denied 


General Procedure for 
Deferring Servicemen 
Remains Unchanged 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Refrigera- 
tion repairmen 18 through 21 years 
of age are no longer eligible for 
deferment on the basis of their criti- 
cal occupation, according to recent 
rulings of Selective Service officials 
who amended Local Board Memor- 
anda Nos. 115 and 115B, effective Feb. 
1. Deferment of repairmen over this 
age is still recommended, however. 


Another change in the revised 
memoranda provides that the local 
board is required to refer a selective 
service registrant to the United States 
Employment Service for certification 
as to the essentiality of the regis- 
trant’s occupation only if “there is 
filed with the local board a statement 
under oath stating, to the satisfaction 
of the local board, that such registrant 
is employed in war production, or in 
support of the war effort, and pos- 
sesses skills and qualifications to en- 
gage in one of the critical occupations 
listed.” 


Selective Service ruling which 
changes the age limits for critical 
occupation deferment reads, “It is

imperative that, except for registrants . 


ages 18 through 21, all registrants en- 
gaged in critical occupations in war 
production or in support of the war 
effort be given grave consideration 
for occupational deferment by the 
agencies of the Selective Service Sys- 
tem. Administrative action will be 
taken to insure such consideration by 
the Selective Service System.” 

To obtain an occupational defer- 
ment for a refrigeration repairman, 
the following procedure is recom- 
mended by the National Refrigeration 
Service Manpower Committee on the 
basis of the latest rulings by Selec- 
tive Service officials. 

1. When a refrigeration repairman 
older than 21 years of age is classified 
by his local board as 1-A, he should 
immediately call attention of the local

board to Memoranda Nos. 115 and 
115B. 

These memoranda include refrigera- 
tion service work among 149 “critical 
occupations,” and recommend to local 
boards that men engaged in these 
occupations be given every possible 
consideration for occupational defer- 
ment. 

It should be noted, however, that 
Selective Service headquarters recom- 
mends, not requires, deferment for 
registrants in critical occupations. 
Decision rests with the local board, 
and is subject to review, as is the 
case of any registrant, only by the 
appeal board and the President of 
the United States. 


FILE 42-A IMMEDIATELY 


2. AS soon as a repairman is classi- 
fied 1-A his employer should file 
immediately with the registrant’s local 
board Selective Service Form 42-A, 
properly filled out and notarized. 

Form 42-A is a sworn statement 
attesting to the skill of the registrant 
as, in this case, a refrigeration repair- 
man, and also swears to the essen- 
tiality of refrigeration repair work. 

This form should meet the new 
requirement mentioned in the second 
paragraph of this story for “a state- 
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ment under oath stating, to the satis- 
faction of the local board, that such 
registrant is employed in war produc- 
tion, or in support of the war effort, 
and possesses skills and qualifications 
to engage in one of the critical occu- 
pations listed.” 

38. Both registrant and employer 
should then check with the local 
board to make sure that the local 
board refers the registrant’s case to 
the United States Employment Serv- 
ice. 

It is mandatory for local boards to 
refer the case to the USES, which is 
given 30 days to investigate the regis- 
trant’s skill and occupation. If, in 
opinion of the USES, the registrant is 
using his highest skill in an essential 
occupation, the USES is expected to 
certify these facts to the local board 
within 30 days, whereupon the local 
board is required to re-open the 
registrant’s case. 

If the USES does not supply the 
local board with proper certification 
of the registrant within 30 days, the 
local board may proceed with induc- 
tion. 

Should USES find employment for 
the registrant in what it considers 
more essential work, the USES must 
notify the local board. The local board 
is required to wait 10 days for the 
new employer to file a Form 42-A to 
re-open the case. But if the new 
employer does not file Form 42-A 
within 10 days, the local board is 
free to continue induction proceedings. 


LETTER MAY BE NEEDED 


4. Because some local boards may 
not be familiar with Memoranda Nos. 
115 and 115-B, they may ignore the 
requests of registrant and employer 
(see steps 1, 2, and 8) that these 
memoranda be followed in processing 
the case. In this event the employer 
should immediately send to the local 
board the following letter, which must 
be sworn to under oath and show the 
seal of a notary public:

Gentlemen: 

This is to certify that (employe’s 
name and draft order number) is a 
fully qualified refrigeration repair- 
man and is devoting his full time to

Board process this case in accordance 
with Local Selective Service Memo- 
randum 115-B. 

(Signature of Employer).” 
5. If the local board refuses to 
recognize this letter, the employer 


should contact immediately the State 
Selective Service headquarters and re-

quest that the local board be advised 
of its responsibility. 

6. Should the State Selective Service 
headquarters also refuse to act in 
the case, assuming that both repair- 
man and employer have followed the 
recommended procedure and have 
carefully executed all forms and state- 
ments, it is suggested that the em- 
ployer contact W. Ray Kromer, na- 
tional manpower and training director 
for the refrigeration industry. Mr.

Wiring Device Orders 
Treated as AA-2X 
For Distributors 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Distribu- 
tors’ purchase orders for electrical 
wiring devices and electric fuses that 
bear preference ratings assigned on 
WPB Form-547 (formerly PD-1X) 
must be filled after Feb. 12 by 
manufacturers as though they were 
rated AA-2X, the War Production 
Board has announced. 

Such purchase orders, regardless 
of their actual ratings, are to be 
treated in manufacturers’ delivery 
schedules as though they had been 
assigned AA-2X ratings when origi- 
nally placed. However, they may not 
be scheduled for delivery ahead of 
other purchase orders with AA-2X 
or better ratings placed before Dec. 
30, 1943. 

This action is taken by Direction 1 
to L-161 (electric fuses) and to L- 
277 (electrical wiring devices). 

A change was recently made in 
the level of ratings granted to dis- 
tributors of fuses and wiring devices 
covered by the orders. The new di- 
rections are designed to re-rate pur- 
chase orders that had been assigned 
ratings before this change. Without 
such automatic re-rating, a great 
deal of paperwork would have been 
required in reprocessing the old pur- 
chase orders individually. 


Stanley Adams to Head

WASHINGTON, D. C.— Appoint- 
ment of Stanley Adams as Director 
of the Consumers Durable Goods 
Division of WPB has been an- 
nounced by Lemuel R. Boulware, 
Operations Vice Chairman, WPB.

No All-Metal Iceboxes 
Scheduled For Near 
Future, WPB Says 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Production. 
_of the pre-war type of all-metal do- 
mestic ice refrigerators will not be 
resumed in the near future, WPB 
said Feb. 11. 

Reversion to pre-war models would 
involve a long transition period, dur- 
ing which production would be so 
low that only a small part of the 
present demand for ice refrigerators 
could be met, WPB said. 

Production of ice refrigerators now 
is at almost four times the pre-war 
rate, and it is essential that output 
be kept at a high level to compensate 
for the lack of mechanical refrigera- 
tors for all but the most essential 
purposes, said WPB. Therefore no 
proposal to abandon the production 
of war model ice refrigerators is 
being considered at this time. 

Before the war, about 10 manu- 
facturers were able to satisfy the 
demand for ice refrigerators. To 
meet wartime demands, it was 
necessary to enlist the facilities of 
23 additional manufacturers. Since 
the facilities of these new manu- 
facturers were especially designed 
for woodworking, they were readily 
adaptable for production of the war 
model refrigerators, which consists 
almost entirely of hardboard (made 
of compressed wood fiber) and wood. 

It would be impossible for some of 
these 23 manufacturers to convert 
for the production of metal refrig- 
erators without installing completely 
different equipment, suitable 
steelworking. Such equipment is not 
readily available. 

A different type of labor, familiar 
with steel working processes, also 
would be needed. Bringing the pres- 
ent labor force to a point of efficiency 
would require a_ time-consuming 
training program, and enough new 
labor could not be recruited without 
interference with war work. 


Furthermore, conversion of these 
23 manufacturing plants would en- 
tail a long period of nonproduc- 
tivity, and therefore could not be 
permitted at this time, when peak 
production is needed to assure a 
sufficient supply of ice refrigerators 
for demands this summer. 


War Outcome Awaited 
For More Enamel Ware 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Por- 
celain Enameled Utensil Industry 
Advisory Committee has been told by 
WPB that the possibility of increas- 
ing production of enameled ware, as 
of all other civilian goods, remains 
doubtful pending the outcome of 
military operations in Europe. 

IAC members suggested that, if 
some types of enameled ware could 
be made in smaller sizes than those 
now permitted, raw material could 
be saved. Also, the industry’s smaller 
presses, which are not being used to 
capacity at present, could be brought 
into production. Furthermore, great- 
er production of smaller items would 
enable manufacturers to save fuel by 
keeping their furnaces loaded to 
capacity, since the smaller items 
could be hung on racks to fill the 
gaps that are usually left around 
the larger items. 


Production of enameled ware in the 
Appalachian area, it was brought out 
in the meeting, is expected to de- 
crease in the first quarter of this 
year because of the serious shortage 
of natural gas. Another major prob- 
lem confronting the industry is thé 
shortage of shipping containers. 


Civilians to Get More 
Frozen Foods In ‘44 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—More frozen 
vegetables will be allocated to 
civilians this coming year, according 
to a War Food Administration an- 
nouncement predicting a record high 
of 233,000,000 pounds (frozen weight) 
of frozen vegetables by the end of 
the fiscal year. 


Civilians will receive 158,000,000 
pounds, about 28,000,000 more than 
they received from the previous 
crop. Except for a small amount 
being sent to Hawaii, the balance 
will go to the armed forces. 

Peas, lima beans, spinach, and 
snap beans will provide the largest 
packs, WFA said, but also included 
will be corn kernels, asparagus, 
broccoli, brussels sprouts, cauliflower, 
and corn on the cob.

Mr. Small had originally planned 
to attend more of these meetings but 
will be unable to do so. However, it 
is possible that Harry Alter, presi- 
dent of the association, and Fred B.

Mr. Alter is on a trip to California 
and districts 10 and 11 (far western) 
are said to be making plans for 
holding a joint meeting with Mr.

The following is the plan for the 
reorganization and new program of 
the Manufacturers Relations Com- 
mittee of the N.R.S.J.A. as outlined 
by Mr. Small: 

The purpose of the committee shall 
be to promote the common interests 
of the members of the N.R.S.J.A. 
and the manufacturers whose prod- 
ucts they handle. 


GROUP TO STUDY PROBLEMS 


The work of the committee shall 
be to study those problems of the 
jobber that might be solved by the 
manufacturer’s cooperation. To ana- 
lyze these problems and to suggest 
definite means of solving them. 

The organization shall consist of a 
national committee and several dist- 
rict committees who shall work in 
close harmony with local groups 
wherever organized. The national 
committee shall have a chairman, 
and its members shall be composed 
of the chairmen of the district com- 
mittees. 

The district committees shall meet 
as often as may be arranged either 
formally or informally. It is obliga- 
tory that the full district committee 
meet once during the year, and for 
this obligatory meeting the N. R. S. 
J. <A. shall reimburse committee 
members for their transportation and 
hotel accommodations in accordance 
with Article VIII (f) of the by-laws. 
The time and place of the meeting 
shall be called at the discretion of 
the district chairman. 

To provide for the most effective 
operation and administration of the 
Committee, the membership will be 
divided geographically into a number 
of District Committees. New District 
Committees will be appointed wher- 
ever a_ sufficiently representative 
group desire such organizations and 
wish to actively participate.

Manufacturers Relations Committee of 
Jobbers Outlines 6-Point Program 


Committees shall not work on 
unassigned tasks but are free to sub- 
mit proposed tasks through their 
district chairman to the national 
committee chairman. New tasks and 
problems are desired and necessary 
but should only be accepted as a 
national problem by the national 
committee. 

The national committee has ac- 
cepted a number of tasks for 1944. 
The initial program is modest but 
will be expanded as fast as it can 
be digested. Each task will be as- 
signed a permanent number, and we 
will try to arrive at an improvement 
in each category, even though a 
permanent solution is not possible. 


THE TASKS OUTLINED 


1. To clarify the definition of an 
assembly manufacturer as it may 
affect the cost of his purchases so 
that he will receive all the benefits 
due his manufacturing functions, yet, 
at the same time, to define these 
functions so that they shall not pro- 
vide him with a means of unfair 
competition with other jobbers, con- 
tractors, or dealers. 

(By “assembly manufacturer” is 
meant those who specialize in the 
manufacture of a limited variety of 
complete mechanically refrigerated 
units. The cabinet work probably 
done in their own shop while the 
mechanical items are assembled but 
not made there.) 

2. To devise a method of packaging 
and storing gaskets in such a man- 
ner that they may be more easily 
dispensed, selected, inventoried, and 
re-ordered. 

3. To improve the packaging and 
labeling of all products so that they 
may be stocked more easily, in less 
space, and may be easier to re-ship. 

4. To develop more sources of ma- 
terial for resale. This does not mean 
to increase the number of those now 
serving us, but to induce added 
sources to provide us the oppor- 
tunity of offering their products for 
resale. 

5. To study the factors which 
make the sale of refrigerants rela- 
tively unprofitable and to strive for 
an entirely new angle in its distribu- 
tion which would make it a profitable 
item without adding to the custom- 
er’s cost and without making it un- 
profitable to manufacture. 

6. To study the factors which lead 
to misunderstandings between job- 
bers and the representatives of parts’ 
manufacturers who are in competi- 
tion with them. 

6. (a). To consider what jobbers 
want in the way of sales assistance 
from the parts’ manufacturers whose 
products they sell. 


‘Swap’ Plan Uncovers 
10,000 Idle Appliances 


CHICAGO — The war stamp 
“swap” plan sponsored by Common- 
wealth Edison Co. here has brought 
out of hiding more than 10,000 idle 
household appliances in three months. 

Dealers give war stamps in ex- 
change for out-of-service appliances, 
repair them, and sell them to those 
who need them. 

Electric irons made up about 30% 
of the appliances traded in, but vac- 
uum cleaners, hot plates, toasters, 
and space heaters are also well rep- 
resented. 

More than 300 dealers are partici- 
pating in the plan. Commonwealth 
Edison Co. has done the advertising 
and provided promotional aids for 
the campaign, but its own stores do 
not “swap.” 


Stoker Men Cite Need 
Of More Repair Parts 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Members 
of the Stoker Manufacturers In- 
dustry Advisory Committee meeting 
here early in the month discussed 
production of stokers during 1944, 
the fuel situation, and proposed 
changes in Order L-75, Coal Stokers. 

Class A stokers, the type required 
to heat large apartment buildings, 
are available in reasonable supply, 
the industry representatives declared. 
Since dealers were trying to repair 
existing stokers rather than replace 
them there is a heavy increase in the 
demand for repair parts. 

A general discussion was held on 
Order L-75, and committee members 
suggested possible changes in the 
order regarding production of Class 
B residential type stokers, in the 
event that production of this type of 
stoker is resumed in the future. 


Use of the new all-purpose form 
WPB 1319 which will be used in the 
future as the application form for 
permission to install stokers, was 
explained.

Dr. Stanley also stressed the 
need for spreading refrigeration to 
other countries through the United 
Nations’ organization. 

A refrigeration room adjacent to 
the kitchen will be an integral part 
of farm, small town, and suburban
